cs are showing tile red and yel- 
!c . . nits of autumn; golden rod and 
aster brighten the roadsides, nnd car­ 
dinal flowers flame in the edge of the 
marshes. 
Over the water and along the dis­ 
tan t hill-sides hangs, morning and 
evening, the light haze of early au­ 
tumn. Along the shore may be heard 
the mellow whistle of the beaoh-bird, 
and from the little pond holes in the 
wet meadows we may now and then 
start a black duck or two or a little 
bunch of bluewinged teal, says a cor­ 
respondent of Forest and Stream. 
The time is at hand. The rail should 
be here. For the last three or four 
years, however, there have been no 
birds. On grounds where it was form­ 
erly no unusual thing to kill ninety 
rail in a tide, the gunner may now 
count himself fortunate if he secures 
one fourth that number. The season 
opens early and all the birds bred on 
those marshes which are most acces­ 
sible are shot long before any flight 
birds arrive. When the flight birds 
arrive they are killed as soon as they 
reach the ground and so there is no 
good shooting. 
The extermination of the rail may 
well be viewed with alarm by gunners. 
There is perhaps no kind of shooting 
which affords greater attraction or 
variety than this a t so slight a cost 
in the shape of effort and it is sad to 
see the sport diminishing year by 
year merely because it is overdone. 
What remedy—if any—can be sug­ 
gested which will appeal to shooters 
generally, it is hard to say. 
One thing, however, is certain, that 
j 
ng would be easier than to pro­ 
's grounds where rail are snot. 
. a general close time extending 
over several years should be agreed 
on by a number of adjacent state* 
and enforced during the month of 
September we might after a few years 
see something like the old-fashioned 
tights and the “boats” of twenty 
years ago. 
But this state of things is not likely 
to come about. We are most of us 
too anxious to get the last bird that 
flies, too much afraid that if we do 
not kill it some one else will. There 
is too much human nature and too 
little public spirit in each one of us. 
If it were not so game would be more 
plenty everywhere. 
It is to be feared that at the close of 
the present rail season it will be found 
that the marshes have again been 
bare and th a t the youngster^ of to ­ 
day can shoot rail by getting their 
fathers and their uncles to tell them 
of the good old days of twenty years 
ago.

wa« described a« ‘ a vio lent and dangero us 
priso ner." The winter was setting in no w, 
and o ver the no rthern tundras the pitiless 
Arctic blasts -wept and bro ught with them 
fierce sto rm s o f sno w. 
And yet the w inter 
wind« and the po lar sno w were no t mo re 
pitiless then the men who dro ve the exile 
party o ver the dreary stepj-e* at such a tim e 
o t year. 
At To msk Rachel had met a co -religio n­ 
ist in tbe ]>erso n o t a fur trader to who m 
» lie had to w! her « ad sto ry, and he had 
given her a fur travelling dress, so th at she 
might, a« far as ixm ible, be pro tected fro m 
the co ld; and he had also supplied her 
with a co nsiderable sum o f mutiny o n her 
placing 
in 
his 
hands 
an 
o rder 
to r 
paym ent 
fro m 
so me 
o f 
her 
father’s 
relatives 
in 
8t. 
P etersburg 
This mo ney she treasured 
and secretly 
guarded with alm o st miserly care, fo r she 
knew ho w neces-ary m o ney wo uld be in 
helping her to carry her great purpo se in ­ 
to effect. 
And so under mo re favo rable circum ­ 
stances she began th at lo ng and trying part 
o f tlie jo urney. 
After m any a lo ng atid 
wearing march, lrku'sk, o n tbe sho re« o f 
tbe Angara, which flo ws fro m the great 
lake Baikal, was reached. 
During all the 
tim e Paul Petro vna and his wile had no t 
l>een allo wed to sj>eak to each o ther, by 
way o f punishm ent fo r his “refracto ry co n­ 
duct” in To msk. 
It was a terrible trial to 
bo th o t them . 
But they m adeno m urm ur, 
they uttered no co injlaiut. 
They knew 
th at if they did co m plain the o nly result 
wo uld he a lurther inflictio n o f pun .aliment. 
A so jo urn o t a fo rtnight was spent in 
Irkutsk; then such o f the B*riy as were 
go ing fo rward thro ugh the Trans-Baikal 
to the east by way o f the Kara Mine« , 
where a large num ber o f the co nvicts were 
to be lelt, o nce mo re go t in m o tio n. 
It is 
fo rty o dd miles fro m Irkutsk to the Great 
Lake, which 
has 
a length 
o f 
o ver 
fo ur 
hundred 
miles. 
This 
lake was 
cro ssed upo n 
the 
ice, and 
then co m ­ 
menced the march thro ugh the awful, des­ 
o late Trans-Baikel Pro vinces. 
Several o f 
the co nvicts 
perished here 
fro m co ld, 
hunger, fatigue, and disea-e. 
But Paul 
and Catherine and Rachel endured the mis­ 
ery and the rigo urs o t the clim ate. 
They 
were sustained by so m ething which their 
wretched fello w-travelers had no t. 
Thai 
so m ething in each case m ight have been a 
shado wy, vague thing, a« shado wy and un­ 
substantial and phanto m -like as a film o f 
breath uj» o n a po lished glass. 
But w hat­ 
ever it wa« it kept them up. 
The great regio n which lies to the east 
and no rth is a deso late, dreary regio n, 
sparsely po pulated, with wretched ro ads, 
if they can he called ro ads, and with no 
pro per acco m m o datio n fo r traveller*. 
In 
sum m er it is bad; in winter its awtulness 
canno t be o verstated. 
Yet, thro ugh the in­ 
ho spitable wilds the civilized and Christian 
G o vernm ent o f Russia allo ws its subjects to 
be driven like dum b cattle being taken to 
the slaughter. It m atters no t th at the 
snews sweep do wn lro m the Arctic regio ns, 
anti that the co ld a: times makes life well- 
nigh insuppo . table. 
On the wretched peo ple m ust go ; neo ple 
who under the fo stering care o f go o d go v­ 
ernm ent wo uld beco me an ho no rand credit 
to their co untry. 
But the m an who even 
lo o ks angrily at the Czar’s cat is liable to 
be at o nce sent into exile, and so , no ble and 
peasant, patt|*erand prince, are co nstantly 
passing in stream« o ver the Siberian stepjies 
and sub-A rctic wilderness to the living 
grave o f the Kara Mines, o r the ho rro rs 
and purgato ry o f Sakhalin; while brutal, 
igno rant and stupid o fficials and so ldier- 
treat the manacled priso ners wo rse than tbe 
Arab slave-hunters o f Equato rial A frici 
treat 
their slaves. 
But while Christian 
co untries co mbine to put do wn the African 
slave trade, no Go vernm ent raises a pro te-t- 
ing vo ice against the barbarities o t inhum an 
Russia. 
As the exile party pushed o n their way 
thro ugh the terrible regio n, so me died in 
the j*o iso no usetapcs, where everv lo g, every 
sto ne, and every grain o f earth is saturated 
with the co ntagio n o f deadly disea« e; o thers 
fell by tl^e way, and were buried in the 
sno w; and tho se who lived strained their 
eye« wearily in searching the sno w-co vered 
wastes fo r so me signs o f the end o f their 
jo urney: and in their hearts they cried o ut:— 
“Oh: Lo rd, ho w lo ng is this misery to 
la« t?” 
It was the cry o f a so rro w-stricken peo ple 
to who m their fello w-men were crueller than 
the wo lves that hung upo n their flanks; 
crueller than the ice-bo rn winds fro m the 
fro zen no rth. 
In spite o f a ’l their misery and the suffer­ 
ing, Paul Petro vna, Catherine, and Rachel 
held 
their wav. 
So metimes, 
altho ugh 
neither co nfessed it to the o ther, each felt a 
sinking o f the heart as they gazed away 
acro ss the wild, lo nely regio ns, as a wrecked 
m ariner o n a rail 
gazes o ver the wild 
wastes o f waters fo r the sail th at will give 
him ho pe o f life and succo r. A t last, 
as a bitter 
w inter 
day 
was 
lading 
to 
its 
clo « e, 
and 
the 
no rthern 
heavens were lighted with a brilliant dis­ 
play o f the A uro ra, a jo yful cry went up 
sim ultaneo usly fro m the little band o f 
w o rn-o ut exiles as they came in sight o l the 
Lo wer Kara Diggings. 
In o rder th at the reader may gather so me 
general idea o f the to po graphy o t the (re­ 
m arkable Kara regio n, where the private 
mines o f the Czar o f Russia are situated, it 
may be briefly stated th at it lies in a deso ­ 
late valley th at is watered by the River 
Kara, which has a length o f so m ething like 
a hundred miles. 
In this sterile, deso late 
regio n, which has to endure an A rctic 
winter, there is a series o t go ld mines, 
which are wo rked by co nvicts fo r the 
special benefit o t his Im perial Majesty the 
Czar o f all the Russia« . 
The mines are classified into districts, 
and in w hat is kno w n as the lo w er Dig­ 
gings district tbe A dm inistratio n isaituated. 
The G o verno r resides there, with his a d­ 
m inistrative o fficers, and there is a settle­ 
m ent o t several hundred co nvicts, to gether 
with the necessary soldiers as guards. 


In the w inter time, ho wever the vigilance 
th at is usually exercised is very co nsider­ 
ably relaxed 
and a relative measure o f 
freedo m is allo wed to the priso ners, fo r 
the riiro rs o f the clim ate and the |>eril« 
th at wo uld have to be enco untered in 
the wildern<» s o f ice and « no w render all 
attem pts at <scape o ut o lth e questio n. Co n­ 
sequently, the exile« are allo wed to live in 
huis, and m ake iliemselves a« co m fo rtable 
as they can. They m ingle to gether, and 
during the lo ng Arctic nights they get up 
little am usem ents and endeavo r to cheer 
the r lo nely lives as best they can. 
These 
details will render the « uceeedii.g incident« 
o ith e sto ry m o re intelligible.

bo dy o f a yo ung rnan arrayed in full 
evening dress. 
H yrvo ix hastened to 
the statio n . The wo man explained 
th a t her husband had go ne sho o ting 
and wo uld return a t 9 m the m o rn­ 
ing. 
She had invited a yo ung adm ir­ 
er, who se visit had been unduly pro ­ 
lo nged, and who died a t 2 o ’clo ck in 
the mo rning at her ho use o f an aneu­ 
rism o f the heart. 
Appalled by the po ssibility o f dis­ 
co very, she and her m aid carried ami 
pushed the bo dy into an adjo ining 
street, and were just in the act o f 
ho isting their “drunken friend” into 
the vehicle when the po lice arrested 
them .

H yrvo ix m ade his way up, and, 
bo wing lo w, 
exclaimed: 
“ May I Is? 
perm itted to pay my ho mage to Mme. 
la Co mtesse. She gave a perceptible 
sta rt Changed co lo r,and after hesitat- 
ingly extending her hand to the m an 
who had in days go ne by saved her 
fro m disgrace and wo rse,became silent. 
Fro nt th a t tim e fo rth her lips rem ain­ 
ed clo sed upo n the subject o f the im­ 
m o rality o f the Tu.leries.—N. Y. Re­ 
co rder.

Kyle upo n a periastal so high th a t his 
talen ts and ability and virtue have 
beco me 
practical y 
undisco verable 
fro m the surface o f theco m m o n earth. 
Senato r Davis is eo ncededly 
the 
stro ngest intellectual figure inl.Minn- 
eso ta to -day. 
But this Alo ne is no t 
a reaso n why he sho uld be returned 
to his seat in the Senate. There are 
o ther features o f character th a t give 
value to a m an as a representative o f 
the peo ple in the Senate o f the L nited 
States. The who le life o f this m an 
dem o nstrates th a t he is ho nest and 
co nscientio us in his effo rts to save the 
peo ple. The term “the peo ple” is a

perished here from cold, 
hunger, fatigue, and disease. But Paul 
ami Catherine and Rachel endured the mis­ 
ery aud the rigour* of tfie climate. They 
were sustained by something which their 
wretched fellow-travelers had not. That 
something in each case might have been a 
shadowy, vague thing, as shadowy and un­ 
substantial and phantom-like as a film of 
breatli uj>on a polished glass. But w hat­ 
ever it wa# it kept them up. 
The great region which lies to the east 
and north is a desolate, dreary region, 
sparsely populated, with wretched roads, 
ii they can lie called roads, and with no 
proper accommodation for traveller#. 
In 
summer it is bad; in winter its awfulness 
cannot be overstated. Yet, through the in­ 
hospitable wild# the civilized and Christian 
Government of Russia allows it# subjects to 
be driven like dumb cattle being taken to 
the slaughter. It matters not that the 
snows sweep down (rom the Arctic regions, 
and that the cold a: times makes life well- 
nigh insupportable. 
On the wretched people must go; people 
who under the fostering care of goon gov 
em inent would become an honor and credit 
to their country. 
But the man who even 
looks angrily at the C'zar’s cat is liable to 
be at once sent into exile, and so, noble and 
peasant, pauper and prince, are constantly 
passing in stream# over Hie Siberian steppes 
and sub-Arctic wilderness to the living 
grave of the Kara Mines, or the horrors 
and purgatory of Sakhalin; while brutal, 
ignorant and stupid officials and soldier# 
treat the manacled prisoners worse than the 
Arab slave-hunters of Equatorial Africi 
treat their slaves. But while Christian 
countries combine to put down the African 
slavetrade, no Government raises anrote-t- 
ing voice against the barbarities of inhuman 
Russia. 
As Hie exile party pushed on their way 
through the terrible region, some died in 
tile jioisonous etape*, where every log, every 
stone, and every grain of earth is saturated 
with the contagion of deadly di$eate; others 
fell by tile way, and were buried in the 
snow; and those who lived strained their 
eye# wearily in searching the snow-covered 
wastes for some signs of the end of their 
journey: and in their hearts they cried out:— 
“Oh: Lord, how long is this misery to 
last?” 
It was theory of a sorrow-stricken people 
to whom their fellow-men were crueller than 
tile wolves that hung vq>on their flanks; 
crueller than the ice-born winds from the 
frozen north. 
In spite of a’l their misery and the suffer­ 
ing, Paul Petrovna, Catherine, and Rachel

Since the resumption of specie 
payments under Republican auspices 
every dollar of American money—in 
circulation in this country, has been 
as good as any other dollar for all 
purposes of home business, Treas­ 
ury greenbacks, the notes of national 
banks, silver notes and silver dollars

interchangeable. 
Those handling national bank notes 
have never been given the trouble of 
inspecting the bill to see what par­ 
ticular bank issued it. The stability, 
convenience, comfort and value to 
every branch of trade, and especially 
to laboring men and small tradesmen, 
of such general soundness in currency 
cannot be estimated. 
Now, the proposition is before the 
intelligent nation, indorsed by the 
convention of a great party, to in­ 
troduce a condition into the currency 
of the land which would make the 
Bank Note Reporter a necessity again 
for every oae who handled paper 
money. la place of a currency which 
for many years, has been invariably 
worth its face value, it is deliberately 
proposed to substitute a system of 
banks which would inevitably give a 
a daily fluctuation to their notes. 
Even this fluctuation would vary 
with the use of which the money was 
put. It would have one value with­ 
in the state where it was issued and 
a different and a lower value the 
moment it crossed State lines. The 
currency of the States would have 
varying values, ranging as in the old 
times of this rag money, from two per 
cent, to 50 per cent., with that por­ 
tion which would circulate at all, 
and again, as before, much wonld be 
ex eluded from general circulation.

money, 
the democratic

Along the shore m ay be heard 
the mellow whistle of the beach-bird, 
and from the little pond holes in the 
wet meadows we m ay now and then 
s ta rt a black duck or tw o or a little 
bunch of bluewinged tea'i, says a cor­ 
respondent of Forest and Stream.

som ething in each case m ight have been a 
shadowy, vague thing, as shadowy anti un­ 
substantial and phantom -like as a film of 
breath upon a polished glass.

looks angrily at the Czar’s cat is liable to 
he at once sent into exile, and so, noble and 
peasant, pauper and prince, are constantly 
passing in streams over the Siberian steppes 
and sub-Arctic wilderness to the living 
grave of the Kara Mines, or the horrors 
and purgatory of Sakhalin; while brutal, 
ignorant and stupid officials and soldier* 
treat the manacled prisoners worse than the 
Arab slave-hunters of Equatorial Africi 
treat 
their slaves. 
But while Christian 
countries combine to put down the African 
slavetrade, no Government raises aprote-t- 
ing voice against the barbarities ol inhum an 
Russia. 
As the exile party pushed on their w'ay 
through the terrible region, some died in 
tlie iHiisonousetapes. where everv log, every 
stone, and every grain of earth is saturated 
with the contagion of deadly disease; others 
fell by the way, and were buried in the 
snow; and those who lived strained their 
eyes wearily in searching the snow-covered 
wastes for some signs of the end of their 
journey: and in their hearts they cried out:— 
“Oh! Lord, how long is this misery to 
last?” 
It was the cry of a sorrow-stricken people 
to whom their fellow-nten were crueller than 
the wolves that hung upon their flanks; 
crueller than the ice-horn winds from the 
frozen north. 
In spite of aT their misery and thesuffer-

body of a young man arrayed in full 
evening dress. 
Hyrvoix hastened to 
the station. The woman explained 
th a t her husband had gone shooting 
and would return at 9 in the m orn­ 
ing. She had invited a young admir­ 
er, whose visit had been unduly pro­ 
longed, and who died at 2 o’clock in 
the morning at her house of an aneu­ 
rism of the heart. 
Appalled by the possibility of dis­ 
covery, she and her maid carried and 
pushed the body into an adjoining 
street, and were just in the act of 
hoisting their “drunken friend” into 
the vehicle when the police arrested 
them. 
M. Hyrvoix immediately ordered 
her release.

Minnesota is one of the few States 
in the Union which is represented in 
the Senate by its greatest citizen. 
Senator Cushman K. Davis does not 
hold his seat by virtue of large wealth, 
because he is everwhere known as a 
comparatively poor man. He does 
not represent the State by virtue of 
the money of any corporation, be­ 
cause it is well know th a t nearly 
every rich corporate company in the 
commonwealth would be pleased to 
see him defeated and replaced by 
some man whose interests and sym ­ 
pathies would be with them. 
He is 
not a member of th at exalted body 
because he is a trained politician 
and has successfully used the arts of 
the demogogue, because he is the one 
notable instance in modern times of 
an exceedingly bad politician success­ 
fully securing a high position in de­ 
spite of the tricks of the new time- 
servers. 
It has been repeated so often th at 
Senator Davis is the ablest man th a t 
has ever sat in the Senate from the 
State of Minnesota, th a t the iteration 
and reiteration of the fact makes it 
tiresomeiy stale, fiat and unprofitable. 
He 
is 
a 
fine scholar, 
a 
great 
lawjer, (an eloquent speaker and a 
trained statesm an—but e.ven these 
facts, in the case of other men, have 
only served to accentuate their defeat 
for similar 
positions. The people 
seem to understand th a t the services 
of no one man, however exalted in 
ability he may 
be, are essentially 
necessary to the continued welfare of 
the State or nation. Sometimes men 
of very moderate qualifications make 
the best representatives in'the highest 
legislative and executive 
positions. 
Sometimes a man is so over shadowiug­ 
ly large th at his smaller contemporar­ 
ies overturn him because they natural­ 
ly enough grow weary of 
living in a 
perpetual shade. This seems to have 
been the case with the people of 
Kansas when they relegated Ingalls to 
>rivate life, and replaced him with 
effer. The voters of South Dakota 
performed a similar feat when they 
retired 
Ju ige Woody 
and 
placed 
Kyle upon a peuastal so high th a t his 
talents and ability and virtue have 
become 
practical y 
undiscoverable 
from the surface of the common earth. 
Senator Davis is eoncededly 
the 
strongest intellectual figure inlMinn- 
esota to-day. But this alone is not 
a reason why he should be returned 
to his seat in the Senate. There are 
other features of character that give 
value to a man as a representative of 
the people in the Senate of the United 
States. The whole life of this man 
demonstrates th a t he is honest and 
conscientious in his efforts to save the 
people. The term “the people” is a 
very indefinite 
and indistinct gen­ 
eralization. Like the word “God” it 
is often made equivocal by absurd 
ways. “The people” is an indefinite 
quantity, regulated by the 
under­ 
standing 
of the man who uses it. 
But there! [is no misunderstanding 
the term as usual and believed in by 
Senator Davis. His whole career— 
every fact in hisjhistory bodies forth his 
meaning when he uses the term “the 
people.” 
He means the struggling 
masses who do the hard labor of the 
world; the men and women who do 
not hold shares in some corporative 
monopoly; the owners of hard bands 
instead of bank stock; Jthe bone and 
brawn of our social system as against 
monted classes. 
Does anyone doubt th a t Senator 
Davis’s 
high talent and 
splendid 
{ 
jrofessional skill might not long ago, 
lave placed him in the front rank o: 
Minnesotas millionaires if he 
had 
chosen tocast his destinies with th a t 
class? During all the long years of 
his professional life, what class of 
clients has Senator Dayis given his 
services to? He has resolutely re­ 
fused to become the 
paid 
a tto r­ 
ney of 
the railway corporations, 
and steadfastly served the unfortun­ 
ate 
men 
and women 
who have 
had 
claims to 
prosecute 
against 
corporations. This 
is 
the 
chief 
feature 
of his professional history. 
He 
has 
stood 
by 
the 
people 
as against the corporations. He has 
won victories for the weak against 
the strong. He has served Lazarus 
thesmittenfinstead of Dives thesmiter. 
Senator Davis during his five ses­ 
sions in the Senate, has not sought 
to make himself an exhibition member 
of th a t exalted body. 
He has not 
been prone to exercise his genius upon 
those 
questions 
th a t 
would have 
rendered him the observed of all ob­ 
servers on great senatorial fete days. 
On the other hand, he has been con­ 
tented with the,laboring oar in the Sen­ 
a to r’s hard work. On his advent into 
th a t body he was assigned to the 
management of the business of the 
most laborious committee known to 
the two national legislative bodies— 
th a t of pensions. How well he has 
discharged the function of his posi­ 
tion let the poor and needy veterans 
of the late w’ar testify. He fills the 
most laborious and responsible place, 
next to the Chairman, on the most 
im portant committee in the Senate— 
th a t of Foreign Relation—and if Sen­ 
a to r Sherman should be taken away, 
would assume the Chairmanship of 
th a t committee by the common con­ 
sent of his fellow members. 
If he had done nothing else during 
his entire term than to press to final 
triumph the great measure for the im­ 
provement of the lake chain and the 
immediate completion of the Sault 
Ste. Marie Canal, his services would 
still have been most noteworthy. 
But he did not alone th at great work, 
but was active as a laborious Senator 
in all the other large and im portant 
m atters th a t have occupied the time 
of the Senator during his term. 
Ask any member of the United 
States Senate to-day who among 
their number they regard as the 
bravest and most successful worker, 
and the reply would inevitably be— 
Cushman K. Davis.

Ignatius Donnelly has a similar ex­ 
perience with Mr. Lawler.

Ireland, and removed to this country 
just in time for their brilliant and er­ 
ratic son to be born in the city of 
Philadelphia. --This was merely good 
luck ou the part of Ignatius and not 
the result of careful foresight. 
Now, the natives of the Emerald 
Isle are celebrated all over the wot Id 
for their splendid military powers. 
Irishmen have won laurels on every 
great European and American battle­ 
field known to the record of history. 
But “ Uncle John” Lawler was not 
th a t kind of an Irishman. He was of 
proper age to serve in the Union army 
during the war, and might have achiev­ 
ed rank and fame 
in the military 
service of his adopted country; for he 
was a gentleman of fine attainments, 
splendid 
physique 
and 
masterly 
ability. But he did not want to fight 
for the union, and therefore he did 
not. 
How was it with Mr. Donnelly? 
When the war broke out he was a 
man of 29 years of age,—strong, 
healthy, 
prominent, able 
both in 
body and mind. But Mr. Donnelly 
did not want to fight either, and so 
he remained at Nininger while tho first 
Minnesota regiment was gaining im­ 
mortality by its charge at Gettysburg 
and the second was marching with 
Sherman through Georgia; and all of 
the other 17,000 heroes which Min­ 
nesota sent to the front were gaining 
laurels on a hundred fields. Mr. Don­ 
nelly was old enough, but he thought 
it safer to fight in the Donnybrook 
fair of politics than on the gory field 
of grim visaged war. How was it with 
Knute Nelson? The breaking out of 
the war found him a boy in school— 
not 
horn 
upon 
the 
soil, 
but 
partakiug with 
us of the 
bless­ 
ings 
vouchsafed 
to 
all 
who 
have homes under the starry flag. 
The reverberation from the guns of 
Sumpter 
had scarcely reached the 
hills of the country village where this 
Norwegian hoy was sojourning before 
he had stepped t,o the front, donned 
the blue uniform, shouldered the musk­ 
et, and had offered “his life, his for­ 
tunes, and his sacred honor” to the 
country that had given a home to his 
widowed mother and himself. 
And when Knute Nelson became a 
volunteer soldier and went to south­ 
ern battle fields—to wounds, disease, 
the hardships of the prison pen—he 
was born again, this time into a citi­ 
zenship higher, nobler, and infinitely 
better than any ever presided over by 
the genius of mere accident. 
Mr. Ignatius Donnelly might have 
rivalled 
Knute 
Nelson. Nay, he 
might have enlisted as Colonel of any 
one of the regiments from the First 
to the 
Eleventh a t 
any 
period 
of the 
Avar. 
He might then, with 
his excellent gall and political in­ 
fluence have gotten a commission as 
Brigadier General, Major 
General. 
Other men, of Bmaller capacity and 
infinitely less pretense did so, and he 
might have returned to his family 
and became the greatest statesman 
in the land. He had the nerve. All 
he needed was a little courage, with a 
slight admixture of discretion. But, 
Alas, alas:—
